SOME GERMAN 
BLOCKHEADISM 


Boasted Efficiency Shown to 
be in Military Line Only. 


Short War, Forced Commer- 
cial Supremacy was Aim. 


Failure Means Dependence on 
Enemies’ Generosity. 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE} 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—A plic- 
ture of Germany as a land of red 
tape, graft, confusion and theory 
that does not fit practice, is present- 
ed in a study of German trade in 


made by the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

Chauncey Depew Snow, who is co- 
author of this study with J. J. Kral, 
Spent much time in Germany be- 
tween the outbreak of the war in 
1914 and our own entry into it, and 
is credited with being especially 
well posted on German economic 
and industrial conditions. 

The basic theory of this study, 
supported by much detailed evi- 
dence, is that Germany expected by 
this war to greatly advance her for- 
eign trade interests: but has gotten 
two things she did not bargain for: 
A long war, and the enmity of a 
large part of the civilized world. 

What she intended was to crush 
England and France in a campaign 
Which was to terminate not later 
than November, 1914. This victory 
Was to give her a prestige which 
would enable her to make favorable 
trade agreements in all parts of the 
world, and the policy of “peaceful 
penetration” was then to go for- 
ward with renewed energy and suc- 


FEARED LONG WAR. 

The German Authorities were well 
aware that a war of more than a 
few months would cause them enor- 
mious loss in foreign trade. A mem- 
orandum officially attached to the 
German naval bill of 1900 gaid: “An 
unsuccessful naval war of the dura- 
tion of even only a year would de- 
stroy Germany’s sea trade and would 
thereby bring about the most disas- 
trous conditions.” 

A three-year war on land and sea, 
Which, in spite of many brilliant 
military achievements has been un- 
successful as to its main objects, has 
brought the disastrous conditions 
which were thus officially foreseen. 
Only 12 per cent. of Germany's for- 
eign trade before the war wus with 
her present allies, and about 14 per 
cent. of it went to those neutral 
countries with which Germany atill 
does business—Holland, Switzerland 
and the Scandinavian countries, All 
the rest has been lost. 

Germany is still trading with her 
allies whether they want to trade 
or not. Bohemia, for example, is 
sending coal to Berlin while schools 
in Bohemia are closed for lack of 


THRIFTY NEUTRALS. 

She is also trading with the neu- 
trais, but greatly to their advantage. 
The Netherlands are making money 
out of Germany, and there is much 
complaint in the empire about the 
amount of German paper held by 
the thrifty Hollanders. Sweden is 
also bieeding the Germans for enor- 
mous prices for her steel and iron. 

After the war, not only will Ger- 
many have ali of her lost trade to 
recover, and from countries where 
the name of Germany is not tender- 
ly remembered, but she will have 
lost the monopolies upon which her 
success in foreign trade was very 
largely based. 

She was in the unique position 
among the great commercial nations 
that her competitors were depend- 
ent upon her tor many of their part- 
ly manufactured goods. In dyes and 
optical glass, to mention but two 
lines, she Was the source of supply 
for a large part of the world. The 
United States was wholly dependent 
upon her for these things. 

Now we have learned to make 
both of them as weil as the Ger- 
mans make them. Germany has 
taught the world huw to get along 
without her. 

LOPSIDED EFFICIENCY. 

Germany hus been constantly de- 
scribed as a land of marvelous ef- 
ficiency. This study presents a new 
view of her as a land where most 
of the executive brains are concen- 
trated in the army and navy, and 
where military efficiency is at- 
tained at the expense of confusion 
and loss in almost every branch ot 
that while the German military 
national activity. Thus it is stated 
mobilization of 1914 was going for- 
ward so smoothly and swiftly, the 
civil and business life of the nation 
was thrown into the wildest con- 
fusion. This was supplanted by the 
rigorously restrictive regime under 
which Germany has been living ever 
since. 

The calm, however, has been that 
of a ruthlessly disciplined rather 
than of a smoothly running organ- 
ization. It is stated, for example, 
that a thousand extra clerks were 
employed for thirteen months to 
straighten out the accounts of the 
government with itself on railway 
shipments for a single month, 


THEORISTS BUMPED. 
When the war broke out the host 
of professors and other academic 


thinkers for which Germany is fa- 
mous Were promptly in action. Re- 
views and newspapérs were fui! of 
the most intellectual discussions of 
how prices should be controlled, 
food distributed, labor troubles set- 


Few of these theories were put 
into execution because the country 
was dominated by military brains, 
and they provided for nothing but 
military efficiency. Germany was 
divided into a number of military 
districts and the commanding gen- 
erals of these districts laid heavy 
hands upon industry. They arbitra- 
rily fixed prices, closed up factortes 
to save material, requisitioned labor 
and goods. 

The army was never allowed to 
suffer. The division for raw ma- 
terials of the War Ministry was or. 
ganized, and quickly became one of 
the greatest commercial enter- 
prises in history, the turnover of its 
warehouses reaching into billions. 
But the civillan population got only 
ita leavings of goods and raw ma- 
terials. 

The fixing of maximum prices 
was supposed to be a measure 
for civilian relief, but its chief re- 
sults Were an enormous book of 
prices and much administrative ex- 
pense. Dealers evaded the price 
regulations by charging heavily for 
containers, shipments and other ac- 
cessories. : 

Many great fortunes have been 


made out of the sale of foodstuffs 
at illegal prices. A

It is at the 
expense of this individual, with his 
handful of cards and his empty 
stomach, that the German military 
efficiency has been maintained. 
OUTLOOK DESPERATE. 


This study of German business 
conditions during wartime gives a 
new insight into the evident desper- 
ation of the German military activi- 
ties. Upon victory depends, not 


only the permanence of the gains_in. 


territory which German arms have 
so far made, but also the future of 
the German nation as a factor in 
world business. If Germany fails 
On the western front, as it seems 
certain now that she must fail, her 
commercial future will depend for 
years largely upon the generosity of 
her. opponents.

“I saw more evidence of a vigor- 
ous food conservation campaign in 
Porto Rico than in the United 
States, due probably to the continu- 
ous pushing of it by the mission- 
aries,” Dr. Sheets said. 


ALLIED RETIREMENT 
ALLEGED IN BERLIN. 


[BY ATLANTIC CAULE AND A. P.} 
BERLIN (via London) April 28. 


—The official communication from 
German headquarters today reads: 

“On the battlefield of Flanders the 
enemy has withdrawn to lines 
behind those which he had been oc- 
cupying.

This was the first occasion in more 
than 200 years on which an enter- 
tainment had been given in the his- 
toric hall, which now is a war mu- 
seum. Mr. Wilson, who is president 
of the Patternmakers’ League of 
North America, said: 

“We recognize as a fundamental 
truth that there can be no democ- 
racy with the triumph of the impe- 
rial German government. The con- 
test must be carried on to its finality. 

“The American labor movement, 
in whose behalf my colleagues and 
myself have been authorized to 
speak, declare 
that they will not agree to a peace 
conference with the enemies of civil- 
ization, irrespective of what cloak 
they wear, until Prussian militarism 
has withdrawn within its own boun- 
daries, and then not until the Ger- 
mans have, through proper repre- 
sentatives, proved to our satisfaction 
that they recognize the right of peo- 
ples and civilized nations to deter- 
mine for themselves what shall be 
their standard. | 

“Unless reconstruction shall soon 
come from the German workers 
within that country, it is plain that 
the ‘opportunity to uproot the agen- 
cies of force will come only when 
democracy has defeated autocracy in 
the military field and wins the right 
to reconstruct the relations between 
nations and men.”

SUPREMACY OF THE RIGHT 
OVER MIGHT ASSURED. 


STALWART patriotism, backed 
by a sustaining faith in the 
supremacy of God Almighty, 
and the knowledge that right 
must be supreme over might, 
was sounded in the sermons of va- 
rious Los Angeles pulpiteers yester- 
day. The devilish, unspeakable 
deeds of the Huns were denounced 
and vivid pictures In many cases 
were presented,in order that the 
hearers might have a more thorough 
realization that America must put 
forth its utmost efforts and that each 
individual must do his part to wipe 
out the iInigquities of Prussianism. 
Below. are given excerpts from some 
of yesterday's patriotic sermons. 


REV. HERBERT BOOTH SMITH. 
IMMANUEL PRESBYTERIAN. 


“The Kaiser has out-Heroded 
Herod a thousand times. What is 
the murder of thirty holy Innocents 
compared with the atrocities of this 
modern war’? Take, for example, the 
scene at the Meuse River of August 
23, 1914. The prisoners were massed 
together, nearly ninety in number, 
old and young men, girls and boys, 
little children, and babes in their 
mothers’ arms. In cold blood the 
soldiers shot down those ninety per- 
sons as they stood huddled together. 
Among them were twelve children 
under the age of 6 years, six of them 
little babes, whose mothers, as they 
stood up to face their pitiless mur- 
derers, held them in their arms. 

At Dinant, women and children 
were forced to stand by and witness 
the murder of husbands and fathers. 
At Tamines, 600 men were massed 
together by the _ river bank and 
slaughtered, with the women folk 
summoned to witness the scene. The 
Germans lined up the victims, then 
tumbled 150 of them back into the 
river, pushing back with their bayo- 
nets those whotried to swim ashore. 
After this machine guns were turned 
on the remaining lines and al! but 
twenty swept away by the bullets. 
After dark the German soldiers, with 
pocket flashlights, went among the 
bodies and killed those who were 
still alive. 

“There are also Red Cross 
geons and stretcher bearers, U'p to 
this time, in all civilized wars, the 
Red Cross on the armilet was an 


a guarantee of protection; but the 
German gunners have — discovered 
that red is the best color in the 
world for a target. 


how the Germans have coolly calcu- 
lated 
surgeon equals the loss of 500 Amer- 
ican soldiers, and a stretcher bearer 
counts.as much as sixteen infantry- 
men. It is established ‘beyond doubt 
that German sharpshooters have 
been decorated for hitting the non- 
combatants engaged in aiding the 
wounded. 

“Another class of holy innocents 
are the worshipers in the churches, 


who, kneeling in the. attitude of 
prayer, with their eyes closed in 
adoration, make splendid cannon 
fodfier. 


“Down with all the Herods, an- 
clent and modern! ‘Gott Strafe 
Deutschland!’ Hell is one of the 
realest places in my theology these 
days. If the Bible did not give mea 
hell | would be compelled to make 
one for the future abode of the de- 
mons who started and who still con- 
tinue this war. 

“Talk about those Bible stories of 
men possessed with devils——is there 
anybody who doubts these __ stories 
any more? Men who do the things 
we are told on unlmpeachable au- 
thority are too vile for hell. 


“But God is biding His time. The 
Almighty is an agcurate book- 
keeper. He has a ré@cord of every 
broken heart, every tear, every 
sword thrust, every murdered babe 
and ravished maiden, every brave 


soldier boy dead on the field of bat- 
tle. And when the books are opened 
the Kaiser and his infamous war 
lords will call upon the mountains 
to fall upon them and hide them 
from the face of a holy God. And 
Il can already hear the words of their 
doom pronounced by the great 
Judge: ‘Depart from me, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared for 
the devil and his angels;’ ‘and these 
shall go into everlasting punishment, 
but the rignteous into life eternal.” 


DR. C. ELLWOOD NASH, 
FIRST UNIVERSALIST. 
“God will never let those dev- 
lls win.’ Though this seems an out- 


ery of semi-desperate optimism, it is 
also sound theology, and, better 
still, sound sense. God will never let 
any devils win, not the mythical boss 
devil hereafter more than the earth 
demons; He cannot without abdicat- 
ing. And the only actual devils are 
such enemies of mankind as are 
now seeking on European battle- 
fields to enslave and debauch the 
world.

power will be exerted through 
what we call occult, or mystic, 


or at least metaphysical, means. As 
we know less about the laws govern- 
ing those fields, we are apt to as- 
are more loose and 
amenable. A ‘strong delusion,’ a sud- 
den panic, or other mental collapse 
might be induced by the omnipotent 
Ally. But, while such factors are 
not impossible, they are not depend- 
able, and it is not from them that 
the wise optimist. draws his assur- 
ance. 

“We may not fancy the Napo- 
leonic precept, that God is ‘on the 
side of the strongest battalions,’ but 
this is because we are-thinking of 
strength as synonymous with num- 
bers or material resources or train- 
ing alone. Undoubtedly the superior 
force will master the weaker; but 
that superlority may lie in morale, 
in the energies and reserves we style 
spiritual. Or rather, these qualities 
may be counted upon at last to com- 
mand the material forces and discti- 
plines which are necessary to con- 
— the brute momentum of the 
ne. 

“The supremacy of right over mere 
might, of truth over error, of love 
over hate. is inherent. It is the na- 
ture of harmony with the eterna) 
to induct vitality, clear-sightedness, 
courage. patience. staying power, 
co-operations, It is not miracle; it is 
universal law. ‘The stars in their 
courses fight against Sisera.’ God is in 
His laws and in the powers of man, 
and it is through these He will op- 
pose and crush all evil.

So far, however, few public officials have 
grasped the idea that is uppermost in the 
public mind. Instead of refusing to clutter 
up the law books with new ordinances and 
new statutes, each succeeding Councilman 
or legislator mistakes his election for a sig- 
nal to rush through more laws. 

The result is that the people are not per- 
mitted to exizt along lines of least resist- 
ance. They are hedged about with inhib- 
itory laws that pretend to regulate their 
habits from early Monday morning until 
late the following Sunday night. 

And where is it going to end? 

The City Council, for instance, has about 
decided to submit to the people, at the No- 
vember election, a new Sunday-closing or- 
dinance. At first a blue law of extreme vio- 
lence was passed by the Council and signed 
by its president, who later admitted that he 
didn’t know what he was signing! 

Even the commas that were sprinkled 
through the infamous thing should have 


warned him with their hollow, mocking» 


laugh. 

Then the Council found itself in a dilem- 
ma. It had mistaken the spring drive of a 
few barbers and grocers for popular de- 
mand. The barbers and grocers, failing to 
agree among themselves, wanted to be reg- 
ulated so that there would be no “sniping.” 
But in order to regulate the few recalci- 
trants the general body of tradesmen forced 
the Council to enact legislation that affected 
other lines. The condition which a few 
sought to bring about in more or less iso- 
lated cases, affecting only a small number 
of the population, proportionately, was made 
devastating in its broad effect. 


The result of the jockeying for votes 


placed the Council in a position where it 
incurred the displeasure of the masses. 
Threats by certain classes that if Sabbath- 
day regulation were not adopted there would 
be an initiative ordinance and a special 
election moved the Council to consider the 
repeal of its bungling and ridiculous blue 
Jaw and submit a new absurdity to the vot- 
ers at the November election. . 

In repealing the Sunday-closing law the 
Council will render a big public service. It 
should stop there.” There is no public de- 
mand for any legislation of the sort. 

The general public doesn’t care to be 
bothered with an ordinance which allows 
the purchase of cafidy and denies the pur- 
chase of popcorn on Sunday. 

It isn't for this City Council to tell the 
people they may go into a drug store, but 
must stay out of a barber shop on Sunday. 

For sanitary reasons we can’t understand 
the value of mussing up our collective ears 
with ice cream cones when we are not per- 
mitted to have our faces cleansed with 
lather and a sharp blade. 

If this sort of regulatory nonsense {s al- 
lowed to run the gamut of petty whims and 
political fol de rol, the time fs coming when 
we shall be guided by lap in our daily 
habits from the time the alarm clock goes 
off in the morning, through the rush hours 
at the cafeterias, down the long lane of 
“don'ts” if we dare pass along the street, 
into the picture show of somebody else’s 
choice at night, and back between the bed- 
sheets of legally-approved length when the 
terrific excitement of such a daily routine 
shall have worn us ragged. 

Our initiative shall be sapped, we shal)! 
not be allowed to choose our pleasures, but 
shall partake of only those that bear the 
councilmanic approval. 

And if a lot of us don’t like it we can 
take the money that should go into Liberty 
Bonds, buy up petition cérculators and clut- 
ter up the ballot with our protest.

NEEDLESS COMMISSION, 

An esteemed correspondent has writ- 
ten to The Times asking what protection 
would be afforde@ the California public 
against fake promoters and wild-cat spec- 
ulators if the State Blue Sky Commission 
were to be abolished. This inquiry was oc- 
ecasioned by a recent editorial containing 
the statement that the public is sufficiently 
protected by Federal acts, that the Blue Sky 
Commission is, at best, an alternative that 
would only be needed if the Federal gOv- 
ernment should cease to function. 


Perhaps our correspondent is unaware 
that one of the most important duties of 
the Federal Department of Justice is the 
prosecution of fakers and swindlers who 
have misused the United States mails. 
Since the present Congress passed an act 
penalizing the distributfon by express or by 
hand of any publication forbidden the use 
of the mails, the fake promoter and the 
stock swindler have gone into retirement. 
A reference to the State penal code will re- 
veal that offenses which are made a mis- 
demeanor under the Blue Sky law are de- 
clared to be felonies by other statutes; and 
a conviction under the Blue Sky law would 
only lead to a jail sentence while conviction 
under other statutes would send the offend- 
er to a felon’s cell. 

During a discussion of the Blue Sky law 
while the last Legislature was in session, 
it was pointed out that but two convic- 
tions had been secured for violation of the 
law since its enactment. Scores of fake 
promoters and swindlers had been con- 
victed during the same period under Fed- 
eral statutes. Commissioner Carnahan 
himself has relied upon the newspaperg 
rather than the courts for the exposure of 
alleged frauds. His chief aim from the 
moment he secured the appointment of 


Blue Sky Commissioner seemed to be to | 
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launch his own little boomlet for Governor 1 


rather than to secure convictions under the 
Blue Sky act. 


About the only purpose served by the act__ 


has been to lessen the number of CaNfornia 
corporations. Before a new corporation 


> can market its stock it must secure a per- 


mit from the Blue Sky Commission. One 
of the requirements of the commission is 
that a formula of any secret process used 
by the corporation shall be filed with the 
Corporation Commission. Naturally the 
passessor of any valuable formula would 
not care to take the risk of its being copied 
while in the archives of the commission. 
Mr. Carnahan might assert that such a sug- 
gestion is a reflection on his honor; but 
Mr. Carnahan cannot carry all those for- 
‘mulas around in his pocket for safe keep- 
ing; neither does he hold any vested right 
in the position of Blue Sky Commissioner. 
His honor may be as spotless as the ambient 
atmosphere—but politics is politics and he 
who trusts his purse to politicians is a 
lineal descendant of him who went down to 
Jericho and fell among thieves. 

As a political by-product, the Blue Sky 
Commission is not without its uses. But 
when democracy is locked in a death em« 
brace with despotism, when the private cit!- 
zen is contributing not only his coat but 
his shirt also, we must be pardoned for af- 
firming anew that the $5000 Mr. Carnahan 
receives as a personal salary, and the 
$25,000 which his commission consumes, 
could be better applied to the purchase of 
Liberty Bonds than to the continuance of a 
commission which, however ornamental it 
may appear, is about as popular with the 
taxpayer as the devil grass in his lawn.

Maj..Gen. E, D. Swinton, C. B., 
D.S.0, (Commander of the Bath, Dis- 
tinguished Serviée Order,) originator 
of the famous elephantine “tanks,” 
is visiting Los Angeles. He will 
have a military glamour of his own in 
history, for in the greatest war of 
the ages he sprung a new and glo- 
riously-effective engine of war on the 
amazed Teuton enemy which will 
make a certain Friday in September, 
1916, memorable in military annals. 

It was one of the few “technical” 
surprises which the Allies have man- 
aged to put over, and signalized a 
new arm invested with a romantic 
meaning of which it can never be 
deprived. Its very name is a grim 
joke deliberately selected for secre 
cy for camouflage — confidentially 
given out as being a new device for 
carrying water to the troops in Mes- 
opotamia. 

The story of their launching on 
the amazed enemy when the great 
unwieldy things advanced to com- 
placently “eat up” the enemy ma- 
chine guns, roll them out flat like so 
much putty, as set forth in Gen. Swin- 
ton’s own captivating booklet on the 
subject when they played the lead- 
ing tole in what the general calls 
“A Butcher’s Dream,” is a narrative 
replete with fronical humor. And, in 
spite of the biting ridicule poured 
upon them by the enemy newspa- 
pers, Lieut-Gen. Baron von _ 
denne stated in the Berliner Tage- 


that: 


“These powerful armored cars, 
which were first used by the British, 
are undoubtedly the most wonder- 
ful weapons which modern tactics 
have revealed in warfare. .. .” 

The Germans have a few tanks 
now, but these will labor under at 
least one popular disability, for the 
German equivalent for that snappy 
word “tank” is either “panzerkraft- 
wagen” ‘or “Schuetzengrabenvernich- 
tungsautomobil”"—and it must be 
confessed that-neither of them lends 
itself to topical vaudeville ex- 
ploitation, by which method popular 
appreciation is expressed in the 
French and British music halls. 


Gen. Swinton is modest in his 
claims of paternity regarding the 
tanks. He generously gives the 
whole eclat to Mr. Benjamin Holt of 
Peoria, lll., U.S.A., inventor of the 
Holt farm tractor, which he and 
his military confreres adapted so ef- 
fectively for war purposes. But it is 
a fact that the British military men 
made copious tests with the Horns- 
by-Ackroyd Caterpillar Tractor in 
England in 1906-1908, although the 
idea was not then perfected. Gen. 
Swinton even gives H. G. Wells cred- 
it for anticipating such a military 
arm in one of his prophetic novels in 


1903, bnt he objects to Mr. Wells’s | 


later claims that the military were 
not responsible for the tanks; that 
they were provided with them by 
civilian genius. He insists that the 
whole scheme for utilizing the trac- 
tor, with the important additions 
and modifications involved, originat- 


ed with British officers, and the en- ‘* 


tire success of the enterprise rests 


_with the military. He is jealous for 


the prestige of the professional sol- 
dier. 

There is frony in the fact that 
the strongest weapons in the deadly 
hands of the enemy were the Maxim 
guns, invented by another Amer- 
ican, Sir Hiram Maxim, and that thi? 
“cure” for them was also born in 
the United States. 

The great function of the tanks is 
to protect the infantry, to walk pom- 
pously and complacently over barbed 
wire and roll out machine guns. 
Wherefore Gen. Swinton has a word 
of advice for the United States 
Army. “To the time-worn advice of 
‘Johnny get your gun’ I would now 
add ‘and bring your tanks.’” The 
tank, he says, will be found to be 
a mechanical big brother armed with 
a punch and a big stick. Machine 
guns are his pet diet, his strong 
meat. 

The tanks, like humans, are 4di- 
vided into male and female. The 
“male” is essentially the gun-hunter 
and destroyer, but the “female” is 
the man-killer and carries nothing 


but machine guns for employment 


against enemy personnel. Her spe- 
cial mission is to keep down hostile 
rifle fire, beat back counter-attacks 
and rushes of infantry and to act 
generally as a ferocious consort of 
her lord. But both sexes are heavy- 
weights and share the ability to flat- 
ten out machine guns. The original 
terror they inspired in the enemy 
when they made their initial advance 
amid the uproarious laughter of the 
British Tommies, “surpassing in 
weirdness and grotesqueness the 
sickliest fancies of the most rabid 
cubist,” is an occasion which every 
soldier present at the time never 
fails to narrate. 

While Maj.-Gen, Swinton disclaims 
too much credit to himself for the 
tanks, the fact remains that the Brit- 
ish government has laden him with 
its most distinguished military rec- 
ognitions—elevation in rank and the 
King’s superlative decoration for his 
services. Maybe he did only “adapt” 
the American tractor—but it has 
been said of Shakespeare that all he 
did was to rearrange the alphabet. 

Gen. Swinton will make valuable 
addresses while here, and his dis- 
courses will enjoy the attribute of 
indubitable official authority. 


Ice-Eating in Japan. 


The Japanese are probably the 
only civilized people in the world 
who eat ice fn the way they do. 
Blocks of small cakes of ice smashed 
into tiny pebbly pieces are eaten 
with sugar and lemon or any other 
mixture one may fancy. But by far 
the commonest way of eating ice is 
to shave it into snowy flakes by 
means of a plane and swallow it 
with sweetened water into which va- 
rious appetizers may be thrown, 
such as fruit juice or sweetmeats. 
Ice cream, milk and eggs shaken 
with ice, and other kinds of cooling 
beverages are sold in an ever-in- 
creasing quantity, but the old style 
of eating ice—that is, in the above- 
described “kori-midzu” fashion—is 
still in the greatest vogue. Every 
summer finds the number of kori 
shops swelling at an enormous re-

tion to Ireland. We expect Irish- 
men in Ireland to fight with the 

Allies as the Irishmen itn Amer- 

ica are doing. 

The authors of this telegram might 
have added, as thousands of Irish- 
men of Ireland are doing also. The 
opposition conscription in Ireland 
is apt to ke us forget that a good 
many thousands of the Irish of Ire- 
land have been fighting the Germans 
as volunteers since the. beginning, 
and that they have been fighting 
with the gallantry which has always 
characterized the Irish tn warfare 
has been testified to many times in 
the dispatches. What these Irish- 
men of Augusta ask is that their 
kinsmen of Ireland shall emulate the 
Irishmen not only of this country, 
but those thousands who went forth 
from Ireland the instant the world’s 
freedom was challenged by the Ger- 
mans. 

It is wise counsel they have given. 
Ireland will owe the home rule of 
which it is now practically assured 
in no little part to the lively and con- 
stant sympathy which it has received 
from the United States. It would be 
an ill return of that halp and sym- 
pathy to refuse to fight In a cause 
in which the United States is now as 
deeply involved as is Great Britain. 
The present attitude of Ireland is 
anything but edifying. As a nation 
it is, in the moral sense, a neutral, 
whose neutrality inclines to Ger- 
many. Its position is somewhat anal- 
ogous to that of Mexico. If it does 
not wish for the success of Germany, 
it at least contemplates the possl- 
bility of its defeat with feelings of 
regret, not because it is sensible of 
any political or spiritual affinity with 
Germany, for it would be hard to 
find two peoples more antipathetic 
in their char&cters and sentiments 
and philosophies; but because it 
hates Great Britain. It is this pas- 
sion that Ireland gratifies by sulking 
in the face ofaduty. It has nursed an 
old grudge into a grouch. The cause 
of that hatred is destined to end 
soon. The Prime Minister has pre- 
sented the issue of home rule to Par- 
liament in a way which makes the 
grant of it practically certain. This 
removes the only excuse—a poor one 
at best—that Ireland could offer in 
defense of its refusal to take a place 
in the battle line of freedom. To re- 
fuse to accept conscription unless it 
is imposed by an Irish Parliament 
is to refuse to enter the war; for, al- 
though the institution of an Irish 
Parliament {fs assured, conscription 
can hardly come from such an at- 
thority in time to serve the occa- 
sion.—[Dallas Morning News.

GARDENA, April 28.—Strawberry 
shipping is now in progress here, 
and is bringing the Gardena Valley 
growers thousands of dollars each 
week. During the present week four- 
teen carloads of strawberries were 
shipped from Gardena, and eight 
cars from Moneta, making a total 
of twenty-two carloads for the week. 
The growers received an average 
price of 10 cents per basket in the 
field, or $1.50 a crate. The aver- 
age capacity of a car is 1200 crates, 
and the value of the car is between 
$1800 and $2000. 

In addition to the carload ship- 
ments of berries from the Gardena 


Valley, the local packing-houses 
have been making daily shipments 
of berries by express. These ip 


mentg have averaged more than $500 
a day net to the growers. The total 
value of the berry shipments for the 
present week is estimated at $45,- 
000 net to the growers for the ber- 
ries in the field. 

All of the berries handled in the 
carlot shipments were furnished by 
the growers affiliated with the South- 
ern California Berry Growers’ Asso- 
ciation, which was recently formed 
as a marketing organization.

How then is this salvation to be 
attained and is it the salvation 
which the scriptures teach? Chris- 
tian Science states emphtically 
that such salvation can only be at- 
tained by understanding what God 
is, what true existence is, the falsity 
of mortal existence and its inabil- 
ity to satisfy man’s highest longings. 
This vnderstanding must then be 
used practically in Gally life. Let us 
ee. then, briefly, what Christian 
Belence teaches about God, about 
true existence, and about mortal ex- 
istence, and then we will, I am sure, 
be able to sce how the teachipgs of 
the scriptures coincide with these 


conclusions. 
WHAT CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
TEACHES. 


“Christian Science teaches that 
God is spirit as the Scriptures state, 
but it then goes on to explain that 

iit ia divine mind, and immedi- 
ately this definition of God gives us 
a more intelligent sense of Him. We 
have all known that God is spirit, 
but it needed the revelation of Chris- 
tian Science to show us that spirit 
is not some indefinite, indescribable, 
end far-off abstraction, but the spirit 
is indefinitely definite and intelligent 
and always available to man as di- 
vine mind. Can anyone think of 
anything more intelligent, more defi- 
nite, and more secientific in its «p- 
rations than mind? Christian 
Science also acknowledges but one 
God or cause, and therefore but one’

conclusion demands faith or spiritual 
understanding, in opposition to the 
testime of the human or physical/ 
senses. it demands faith in one evér 
present God, the only creator. But 
is not this reliance on spiritual un- 
derstanding, and not on the testi- 
mony of our physical senses, the 
basis of all Christian teaching? Richt 
here is where the so-called wisdom 
of the centuries and the Christianity 
of Christ Jesus parted company. 
Knowing that God is infinite divine 
mind, Jesus concluded that spiritual 
understanding or right knowing must 
be the expression of this one mind. 
}and was therefore as certain and 
intelligent as God Himeelf. He 
therefore relied wholly on his 
spiritual conclusions, or on what he 
understood, in spite of the testi- 
mony of his physical senses. In 
fact he reasoned jogically from the 
basis that God, or mind, was the 
only cause and creator, and he there- 
fore looked not at the things which 
are material and which are seen 
by the physical senses, but at the 
things which are spiritual or men- 
tal and which are not seen, but are 
understood. The wisdom of the 
ages, on the other hand, has al- 
ways judged from the testimony of 
the physical senses, forgetting that 
these so-called senses are humanly 
developed and accept only what they 
believe and not what is true. 


NATURE OF EXISTENCE. ~ 


“So also Christian Science, rea- 
soning from the basis of a perfect 
God, of Mind, and a perfect crea- 
tion or existence, wholly good and 
wholly mental or spiritual, declares 
that mortal existence is no more 
real from the Divine’ standpoint 
than ie the dream we entertain at 
night, although this existence seems 
real to mortals even as the dream 
does to the dreamer. Christian 
Science teaches that this supposi- 
tional existence, mortality, is only 
the false sense that there is an op- 
posite to infinite Spirit, or Mind. 
This false sense is what the Scrip- 
tures describe as the carnal mind 
and what Jesus described as ‘a lar, 
and the father of it.’ This liar, or 
lying sense, the carnal mind, de- 
clares that finite matter, the oppo- 
site of infinite Spirit, has life, sub- 
stance and intelligence, when the 
fact is that infinite Spirit is the only 
Life. substance or intelligence. 
When, however, it is seen that the 
whole of material existence, or the 
flesh, is only a false belief in a sup-

“In fact, Christian Science teaches 
that salvation is divinely and scien-

tain such salvation can one persist- 
ently believe that sin, disease and 
death are real and that matter or 
viortality substance, then 
hope to be free from mortality and 
its pains. He cannot! He must 
remember every minute of his exis- 
tence that happiness, health. har- 
mony, all that is worth having, is 
of God. and is therefore, spiritual 
or divinely mental and can only be 
pobtained through a right mental con- 
dition or through spiritual under- 
standing. This consciousness of 
true being would inevitably free the 
mortal from every discordant ma- 
terial condition, or from every false 
mental condition, and slowly but 
surely the mortal who adopts this 
habit of acquainting himself with 
God on all occasions, will find him- 
self living, moving and having his 
being in God, or abiding in the one 
I Mind which is Life, Truth and Love. 
Sin, disease and death, poverty and 
disaster have no place in this Mind. 
In fact, he comes out of the carnal 
mind or mortality with all its de- 
lusive pains and pleasures into the 
freeddém and harmony of the Divine 
Mind with fts eternal joys, and he 
does this simply and naturally 
throvgh spiritual understanding, or 
through a right mental condition. 
TAUGHT BY THE SCRIPTURES. 
“The Scriptures are a progressive 
record of how the Truth, or the 
spiritual fact about God and about 
existence, was revealed to men who 
refused to accept the testimony of 
their physical senses as reliable, but 
persistently relied on their spiritual 
understanding cf God and of .exist- 
ence, or to men who thought divine- 
ly and not humanly. These revela- 
tions culminated in the experiences 
of Christ Jesus and his followers, 
who were so clearly conscious of 
the divine facts of being that they 
proved every materia) or mortal 
condition to be wholly an filusion 
of the physical senses, having 
nefther reality nor power. 
TRUE NATURE OF THE BIBLE. 
“In our consideration of certain 
facts of the Bible, to substantiate 
the teachings of Christian Science, it 
would be well for us to comprehend 
clearly what the Bible is, for there 
has undoubtedly been more super- 
stition and !gnorance connected with, 
the study of the Bible than of any 
ether book tn the world. Christian 
Scientists regard the Bible as in- 
valuable to a correct understanding 
of God ané of salvation, and in fact, 
the first tenet of the Christian 
Science church states that ‘as ad- 
herents of Truth, we take the in- 
spired word of the Bible as our euf- 
ficient guide to eternal life.” (Science 
and Health, page 497.) We recog- 
nize, however, that the Bible is an 
eastern book, written in eastern 
manner with multitudes of parables 
and a ereat deal of symboliem and 
metaphor, through which the east- 
erner always spoke. The Bible re- 
cords how certain men, belonging 
to the Hebrew race more especially, 
became conscious of the eternal and 
unalterable facts about God and 
about existence. These progressive 
Views of God are intermingled with 
the historical record of the Hebrew 
race, in which not only ts the cor- 
rect nature of God recorded, but in 
which the idolatrous tendencies and 
constant falling away from God by 
the people of these periods are also 
related. Christian Scientists In no 
way accept any such superstition as 


life,| that every word in the Bible was 


specifically commanded 


by God, but 
they recognize that the Bible does 
record the truth about God and 
about existence as this truth was re- 
vealed to varioug men in various 
ages. 

PROGRESSIVE REVELATION. 

“In the first chapter of Genesis 
the record begins of the truth about 
God and about existence, as it was 
revealed to eome spiritually minded 
man. The first chapter of Genesis 
is usually erroneously supposed to 
relate how God created the material 
heaven and earth, but upon closer 
examination it will be found that 
this first chapter of Genesis and the 


| first five verses of the second chap- 


ter really relate how the eternal 
facts of being, which never began 
and could never end, were revealed 
to some spiritually minded man by 
Seven progressively clearer views 
which he described as seven days. 
This record is followed by a second 
and different account of creation, be- 
ginnifig at the sixth verse of the 
second chapter of Genesis in which 
the Lord God, not God as is declared 
in the first record, but the Jewish 
tribal Jehovah, the Lord God, is 
supposed to have created man from 
the dust of the ground and to have 
breathed into his nostrils the breath 
of life. This second account of cre- 
ation is preceded by the statement 
that ‘there went up a mist from the 
earth, and watered the whole fave 
of the ground’ (Gen. 2:6.) Christian 
Science declares that this mist is 
the mist of ignorant human belief 
or of the carnal mind, in which 
mist or mystification God is always 
misunderstood and regarded mys- 
terlously and His creation or spir- 


itual being is erroneously supposed At 


to be mortal, material, and finite. 
The Book of Genesis also records the 
constant degeneration of this ma- 
terial race of men, or this Adam 
man, who was the result of the mist 
of mortal sense. This Adam race, 
in the person of Cain, eventually be- 
came the murderer of his fellow 


man, 

“It is related, however, that Enoch 
walked with God or dwelt in the un- 
derstanding of the one Mind, thag 
mind which is spirit, and ‘he was 
not’ (Gen. 6:24,) that is, he rose 
above mortal existence and disap- 
peared to mortal sense, or from the 
carnal mind's belief, into the glori- 
ous freedom of the divine mind. But 
still the evil beliefs of mortals, or 
their evil thinking, Increased until 
these beliefs in evil eventually flood- 
ed mortals or brought destruction 
upon them. Noah, who was a just 
and upright man, had perceived 
something of the true nature of Go:l 
as spirit or mind and the Imevitable 
self-destruction of evil, and this 
spiritual understanding impelled him 
to prepare an ark for the salvation 
of himself and his improved sense 
of existence from this flood of evil 
beliefs. Later the Scriptures record 
the appearing to Abraham, who 
dwelt in Ur of the Chaldees, of the 
truth about God and about existence, 
and this vision impelled Abraham to 
come out of the material and idola- 
trous tendencies of the Chaldees 
and to seek a less materia]  at- 
mosphere in which his understand- 
ing of truth could be developed. In- 
deed Abraham became so certain of 
the continuity and indestructibility 
of true existence that he realized 
that if even the material Isaac, his 
most valued mortal possession, were 
sacrificed, that his understanding of 
he spiritual man, which had brought 
orth Isaac, would persist eternally 
and would perpetuate itself in hu- 
man experience to the salvation of 


mankind. 
“The truth of spiritual being was 
ettll further developed through 


Jacob, who under Rebecca’s instruc- 
tion had perceived that the birth- 
right to spiritual things was of more 
value than any material possession. 
In spite of the tribulations he en- 
countered, as a result of seeking a 
spiritual blessing through question- 
able means, Jacob’s sense of the 
reality of spiritual being still grew, 
until he at length wrestled with and 
overcame the belief in the mortal. 
He then realized his eternal heritage 
or true being as Israel, or a Prince 
of God, Indeed Jacob perceived that 
the same spiritual fact about Goa 
and about man, or the truth which 
had begun to develop itself through 
Enoch, through Noah, threugh Abra- 
ham, and then through his own en- 
lightened sense, would eventually 
manifest itself in a yet clearer way 
‘until Shiloh come’ (Gen. 49:10,) 
and that from his seed or from his 
appreciation of the truth there 
would arise the Messiah or Christ. 

“Jacob and his sons had begun to 
realize to some extent that the util- 
ization of their understanding of 
God and of true being would free 
them from every mortal discord and 
would bring them into the promised 
land, which was at that time their 
highest sense of, harmony. Owing, 
however, to thefr lack of spiritual 
enlightenment and their unwilling- 
ness or inability to think as Abra- 
ham, Jacob and Joseph had thought, 
the Israelites were agaih subjected 
to the hard and bitter experiences 
of mortality, and were in bondage 
to the Egyptians until Moses arose. 
It had been revealed to Moses at 
Mt. Horeb that even if the bush 
burned, yet it was not destroyed 
(Ex. 3:2.) That is, he had seen that 
the trying experiences of mortality, 
however, severe, could never destroy 
the spiritual idea or true sense of 
being which was manifesting itself 
to men. He therefore began to put 
his understanding of God and of 
God's law into practical experience, 
and s0 delivered his fellow-men 
from the hard bondage caused by 
their material thinking. When led 
by wisdom to come back and handle 
the serpent, or the belief in evil as a 
power, Moses proved that when han- 
died with Truth, evil, or the serpent, 
becomes harmless and that indeed 
its overcoming is a staff to lean upon. 
He also proved that leprosy or any 
other diseased condition of mortal 
thought, when properly dealt with, 
will disappear into its native noth- 
ingness. In fact, he proved that a 
correct understanding of God will 
destroy both sin and disease. 

“Moses reduced his understand- 
ing of God to a form or system of 
right thinking by which his fellow- 
men could govern their thinking and 
consequently their acts, and this sys- 
tem was known as the Law or Com- 
mandments. It was really the first 
systematic attempt to show men that 
to attain health, holiness and happi- 
ness, the place to begin Is in their 
thinking. During many years Moses 
also demonstrated to the Israelites 
his ability to overcomé sin, lack, dis- 
ease, hunger, and every untoward 
experience through his ywnderstand- 
ing of God and of divine law. 

“After Moses many spiritually 
minded men arose who were able to 
subordinate mortal experience by 
their spiritual understanding. Joshua 
overthrew Jericho by a wholly men. 
tal process. Elijah raised the wid- 
ow’s son at Zarephath (I Kings 17: 
22.) and he also divided Jordan and 
passed through it {II Kings 2:8.) 
Elisha used his understanding of 
God to cure Naaman of his leprosy 
(lI Kings 6:14,) and he broke the 
so-calied law of gravity by making 


the ax-head swim (II Kings 6:6.) 


He raised the Shunammite's son 
from the dead (II Kings 4;) in- 
creased the widow's oil (II Kings 4:) 
healed from the deadly pottage (II 
Kings 4:35.) and in many ways 
proved conclusively that the under- 
standing of spiritual law would 
make free from the painful experi 


ences of mortality. Daniel proved 
that mortal beliefs of hate, malice 
and ferocity, whether operating as 
lions or as men, could be cowed and 
overcome by the spiritually minded 
(Daniel.) The three young Hebrews 
proved unfailingly that even fire 
itself could not harm those dwelling 
‘in the one Mind (Daniel 3:26,) thus 
continuing to prove what Moses had 
discerned at the burning bush. 


UTILIZATION OF DIVINE LAW. 


“At Inst this understanding of 
God's true nature and of existence 
as spiritual and perfect manifested 
itself in the birth of Christ Jesus. 
Because of his freedom from mor- 
tality and his constant communion 
with that one Mind which is Life, 
Trust and Love, Jesus was able to 
perceive and to prove to perfection 
that ‘the flesh profiteth nothing’ 
because “it is the Spirit that quick- 
eneth” (John 6:63.) Christ Jesus 
demonstrated for all time that spir- 
itual understanding is sufficient for 
man’s health, for his food, for his 
life, and to overcome all that claims 
to operate against his harmony as 
the son of God. He revealed to his 
feliowers an infallible rule, which he 
called ‘the truth,’ that would de- 
liver them from all evil thinking, or 
from the carnal mind and its effect, 
mortality. When they failed to dem- 
Ofstrate this rule he informed 


them that it was because of their 


lack of faith or of spiritual under- 
standing, that is, a lack of a right 
mental condition. 

“He further told them that if 
they had this right mental condi- 
tion they woulfi be able to say to 
the mountains or to the largest ma- 
terial objects (Mark 11:23,) ‘Be 
tho® removed,’ and they would obey. 
it last to prove to mankind the 
infallibility of spiritual understand- 
ing and its*infinite ability to over- 
come mortality or the carnal mind, 
he allowed men to crucify his ma- 
terial body and then by his spiritual 
understanding he raised it from: the 
rave, thus proving conclusively the 
utter inability of any materia! con- 
dition to bind one who dwells per- 
sistently in the consciousness of in- 
finite Spirit, or Mind. Christ Jesus 
spent thirty years preparing to 
prove to mankind that since God is 
Mind, or Spirit, true existence must 
-be divinely mental or spiritual, and 
could only be attained through spir- 
itual understanding, or a right men- 
tal condition. He taught his fol+ 
lowers that the kingdom of heaven 
is within us or within our thought, 
and is the absolute understanding 
of spiritual reality or of true ex- 
istence to be attained here and now. 
He also taught them that the only 
hell is the false human belief that 
there is a power called matter or 
the carnal mind, opposed to the 
one infinite power, Spirit, or divine 
Mind. He clearly explained to them 
that ‘that which is born of the flesh 
is flesh; and that which is born of 
the Spirit is spirit’ (John 3:6,) and 
in many ways he showed them the 
lynpossibility of any connection be- 
tween matter and Spirit, Le., -be- 
tween the carnal mind and the di- 
vine Mind. 

“Jesus walked on the waters, thus 
disproving the so-called law of grav- 
ity; He healed the sick, thus shat- 
tering the idolatrous human belief 
that disease is a reality or any part 
of Guod’s creation. When he fed the 
multitudes he replaced the human 
belief of lack or hunger with the 
spiritual fact of infinite substance, 
thus illustrating again the ever 
presence of the divine law through 
which Moses had fed the children 
of Israel and Elisha had increased 
the widow's oil. Christ Jesus raised 
the dead through His understanding 
that God is finite, ever present 
Life, and he pointed out ‘to his 
followers that God is a God of the 
living and not of the dead, and he 
finally declared, ‘Whosoever liveth 
and believeth in me’ [i.e., the spirit- 
val fact which I teach and have 
demonstratei] ‘shall never die’ 
(John 11:26.) 

“Jesus regarded matter or ma- 
terial existence simply as a mis- 
taken human belief to be overcome 
at all times and under all circum- 
stances by the understanding of 
Goa’s law or of sptritual existence. 
In meny cases he disperre:l s>-calied 
matter and made it disappear, when 
it claimed to manifest itself, as a 
tempest, as closed doors, or even as 
his own body. All these things 
proved conclusively Christ Jesi(’s 
complete dominion over every ma- 
terial condition or over every false 
mental condition, ie, over the 
physical senses and their false tes- 
timony. Above all he taught those 
who were willing to learn, exactly 
how “these things were accoms 
plished, and promised them that if 
they were faithful to his instructions 
that they would do even greater 
works. He knew the truth about 
God and about existence, which had 
enablei Enoch to ascend and had 
forced Abraham to come out from. 


fr of the Chaldees, which had 
caused Jacob to perceive and to 
prove the continufty the 
indestructibility of spiritual be- 


ing, which had enabled Moses to 
guide the children of Israel out of 
many trying experiences .and had 
impelled the prophets to foretell the 
appearing of the Messiah who 
‘would prove that the spiritual man 
was the real man, he knew that this 
same truth of spiritual being, or 
God’s eternal law, would become 
clearer to men because of his com- 
plete demonstration of it. He also 
knew that this divine fact about 
God and about existence, or this 
‘spirit of Truth,’ as it was appre- 
hended more universally would per- 
form even greater works than it had 
@cne through him. In fact, Christ 
Jesus proved completely to man- 
kind the infinite ability of good 
thinking or of spiritual understand- 
ing to overcome every material or 
mortal mind condition. Mankind, 
however, dwelling, in a great meas- 
ure, in-the mesmerism of material 
sense, refused to accept these teach- 
ings because they exposed the noth- 
ingness of mortal existence, which 
to them seemed to he the only re- 
‘ality. They eventually tried by 
crucifving His material tbody, to 
destroy the spiritual idea which He 
presented. They have perhaps done 
even worse by continuing to regard 
His material body, rather than His 
spirituality, as the Savior of man- 
kind, thus worshiping His ma- 
terial body and neglecting His com- 
mand to be spiritually minded. 


DISCIPLES’ DEMONSTRATION, 


“With the disappearance of the 
material body of Jesus, after his 
complete victory over mortality, the 
disciples were enabled to perceive 
spiritual being and God's true nature 
as Spirit, or Mind. Indeed as Mrs. 
Eddy has written, ‘His resurrection 
was also their resurrection’ (Science 
and Health, xxxiv:20.) Jesus’ dis- 
ciples then proceeded to perform the 
healing and redeeming work which 
he had declared that anyone who un- 
derstood his teachings or his revela- 
tion of what God is, should do. As 
his followers turned from matter to 
Spirit the understanding of spiritual 
being came to them so clearly that 
it was manifested in an overwhelm- 
ing manner as the descent of the 
Holy Ghost, and many signs and 
wonders were wrought by his follow- 
ers. Peter and John healed the lame 
man at the Gate Beautiful (Acts jil.) 
Stephen, it is recorded, ‘did great 
wonders and miracles among the 
people’ (Acts vi.) Philip went down 
to Samaria and preached Christ, and 
‘unclean spirits, crying with loud 
voice, came out of many that were 
possessed with them: and many tak- 


en with palsies, and that were lame, | 


| 


were healed’ (Acts vilt:7.) Peter 
healed Aeneas, who had been kept 
in bed for eight years with the palsy 
(Acts ix.) He also raised Tabitha 
from the dead (Acts ix.) 

“Paul who was not a 4discfple 
of our Lord, likewise gained the cor- 
rect understanding of God and of 
existence as spiritual an perfect, 
and he realized fully that this under- 
standing would make free from the 
mortal or false sense of existence. 
He declared that ‘the natural [or 
material] man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God; for they 
are foolishness unto him’ (I Cor. ii: 
14.) Paul healed the impotent man 
at Lystra who had been a cripple 
from birth (Aets xiv.) He raised 
Eutychus from the dead (Acts xx,) 
and performed many other wonder- 
ful works. He finally declared fear- 
lessly, ‘So then they that are in the 
flesh cannot please God’ (Romans 
vili:8,) and in his great longing to 
be free from the material body he 
eried, ‘Who shall deliver me from 
the body of this death?’ (Romans 
vii:24,) or from this material body 
which is death, death to the under- 
standing of man’s spiritual reality. 
His answer to this question is given 
in the next chapter, the eighth chap- 
ter of Romans, where he says, ‘If 
ye live after the flesh, ye shall die; 
but if ye through the Spirit [i.e., the 
divine Mind] do mortify the deeds 
of the body [i.e., of the carnal mind,] 
ye shall live’ (Romans viii:13.) 

“The truth about God and about 
His creation, spiritual existence, con- 
tinued to grow in human conscious- 
ness until in the year A.D. 96, St. 
John perceived it so clearly on the 
Island of Patmos that the material 
sense of heaven and earth passed 
away to his resurrected thought, and 
he saw a new heaven and a new 
earth. As Mrs. Eddy points out, this 
is proof positive that “the heavens 
and é@arth to one human conscious- 
ness, that consciousness which God 
bestows, are spiritual, while to an- 
other, the unillumined human mind, 
the vision is material (Science and 
Health, 573:6.) 

GOD REVEALING HIMSELF. 


Had God ceased then to reveal 
Himself to humanity after the pe- 
riod recorded in the Scriptures? How 
could God ever cease to reveal Him- 
self to humanity since He is infinite 
in nature? Thoughtful people reai- 
ize that God has continued to reveal 
Himself to men after the p@iod re- 
corded in the Scriptures just as He 
did before, and that every step of 
progress in human thought, whether 
it be liberation from the bondage of 
slavery, of disease, of sin, of man’s 
injustice to man, or of limitation of 
any kind, has been simply the result 
of his progressive revelation of God 
to men. It is recorded that the 
early Christians continued to heal 
the eick, to raise the dead, and to 
perform many: wonderful works 
through their spiritualist understand- 
ing for about 250 years after the 
ministry of Christ Jesus. When, 
however, the Emperor Constantine 
became a convert to Christianity and 
Christianity became popular, then 
the spirituality which has accom- 
plished these works began to disap- 
pear, and creed and dogma began 
to usurp the place of spiritual un- 
derstanding. It no longer mattered 
whether a man understood God 
aright, so that he could prove his 
understanding in daily life by over- 
comi sin and disease, as long as 
he eved in a doctrine. In fact 
8 understanding of God was no 
longer considered necessary for a 
layman, but his thinking began to be 
done for him by the priest. The 
quick and certain healing of all man- 
ner of disease, through spiritual un- 
derstanding, as Christ Jesus and his 
followers had taught it, began to be 
separated from the gospel of Chris- 
tianity, and salvation ceased to be a 
practical thing of today delivering 
from sin, disease, and death, but be- 
came something indefinite to be 
hoped for efter death. The very 
thought of overcoming death here, 
as Jesus and his followers had done, 
became almost blasphemous. Mate- 
rial existence, and all the pains ac- 
cruing from it, again began to be 
looked upon as God's creation and as 
a natural part of divine law; and 
death, instead of being regarded as 
an enemy to be overcome, was con-~ 
sidered to be the friend of man. 
Those who should have brought 
life to mankind were busy putting 
to death others who did not ac- 
cept their particular doctrine. In 
time it became a crime to read the 
Scriptures. 

HISTORICAL PROGRESS. 

“Rut in spite of darkness and ec- 
clesiastical despotism, that 
spiritual idea or the truth of being 
which had manifested itself to 
Enoch, to Abraham, to Jacob, to Jo- 
seph, to Moses, to Elisha, and to 
the Prophets, and which had burst 
forth into full light im the life of 
Christ Jesus, was still working si- 
lently, unseen by the physical senses, 
and here and there appeared men 
and women who were spiritually- 
minded enough to perceive its work- 
ings. The longing for individual 
freedom and for man’s inalienable 
right to know God and to be ‘free 
from the bondage ‘of mortality and 
despotism of all kinds was repeated- 
ly breaking forth in such men as 
John Wrycliffe, Martin Luther and 
John Wesley. Eventually that same 
spiritual vision which had driven 
Abraham out of Ur of the Chaldees, 
that discernment of the eternal law 
of God that true being is spiritual 
and perfect, and that the conscious- 
ness of this fact is with power to 
overcome evil of every kind, began 
to manifest itself again in the 
thoughts of men. This same vision 
drove the Pilgrim Fathers to seek 
a land where they could worship 
God according to the 
their consciences, even as it had 
driven Abraham to seek the prom- 
ised land. In the year 1620 the Pil- 
grims landed at Plymouth Rock, and 
in the year 1866 the ‘Spirit of Truth,’ 
which Christ Jesus promised should 
come to humanity as a universal 
truth to guide men into all right- 
eousness, manifested itself to one of 
their descendants, a pure and exalt- 
ed New England woman. To those 
who realize that truth’s appearing 
is dependent alone on spirituality, 
it is not surprising that Christian 
Science or the ‘Spirit of Truth’ was 
fully revealed to a woman, or to 
that state of consciousness which ex- 
presses the highest type of selfiess- 
ness and humility, if even it does not 
express the most worldly wisdom. 
Nor will it surprise thinking people 
that this appearing has taken place 
in that new land where tradition and 
superstition have walked less openly 
hand in hand. 
FOUNDED CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 

“Mre. Eddy during her whole life 
had shown marked spiritual pro- 
clivities and had been searching for 
years to understend God and His 
immutable law. When the truth 
about God and about existence ap- 
peared to her she was instantaneous- 
ly raised from what seemed likely 
to be her deathbed. This incident, 
however, did not satisfy Mrs. Eddy, 
for she wanted to know how she was 
healed, as she writes in her book, 
‘Science and Health’ (p. 109,) ‘I 
knew the principle of all harmonious 
mind action to be God, and that 
cures were produced in primitive

to ®bsolute conclusions through di- 
vine revelation, reason and demon- 
stration.” Since then Mrs. Eddy’s 
discovery, which she named Chris- 
tian Science, has been demonstrated 
in some measure by millions of peo- 
ple. It has delivered these people 
from sin, from disease, and in some 
cases from death, and has thus 
proved that the understanding of 
God's law, that is of spiritual ex- 
istence, is as potent today as it was 
in the time of Abraham or of Christ 
Jesus, 
APPEARING OF TRUTH. 
“The revelation of Christian Sci- 
ence came to Mrs. Eddy according to 
God’s immutable law which says 
that ‘the pure in heart .. . 
shall see God’ (Matt. v:8,) fust as 
the truth came to Abraham or to 
Christ Jesus for the same reason. 
God, the Scriptures inform us, is 
no respector of persons, and He re- 
vealed Himself to Mrs. Eddy be- 
cause she dwelt In that one mind, 
which is life, truth and love, and 
perceived the divine nature. Through 
her discovery we are better enabled 
to understand God's nature, to cease 
our materia] thinking and to put on 
the ‘mind which was also in Christ 
Jesus’ (Phil. 11:5.) Thus we are en- 
abled to come out of mortality or 
out of the carnal mind into the spir- 
itual freedom of the sons of God, 
living, moving and having our being 
in that one mind, which is God. 
When we dwell in this one mind 
through spiritual understanding, our 
thinking must necessarily be intelli- 
gent, it must be divinely scientific 
and it must be irresistible to mor- 
tality or to evil of any kind. Chris- 
tian Science ig therefore the full ap- 
pearing, in the fullness of time as 
Christ Jesus promised, of that which 
appeared in varying degrees to Abra- 
ham,, to Jacob, to Moses, to the 
Prophets, to Christ Jesus Himeelf, 
and to all spiritually-minded men 
and women throughout history, and 
that which appeared was the exact 
knowledge of God and of true ex- 
istence. There is no honest man or 
woman who will study the Christian 
Science text-book, ‘Science and 
Health, with Key to the Scriptures,’ 
together with the Bible, who will not 
be able to prove these things for 
hirnself. 
PRACTICAL DEMONSTRATION. 
“How then are we going to start 
to prove these things? When one 
begins to be vitally interested in 
Christian Science the first thing he 
does if he really wants to under- 
stand it so that he can prove it for 
himself and in his daily life, is to 


study the Bible and the Christian 


Science textbook, Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures. As he 
studies. these books intelligently, he 
finds that they teach one God or 
Power, Divine Mind, or Spirit,. the 
only creator and one true existence, 
spiritual being. 

“As he begins to understand these 
facts he is standing exactly where 
the Revelator stood in the first 
chapter of Genesis when he de- 
clared, “And God said, Let there be 
light,’ (Gen. 1:3;) that is, he too 
is beginning to receive some light 
or spiritual discernment about God 
and about existence. As it becomes 
clear to him that God, the only 
power, is Infinite Mind or Spirit, he 
begins to have less faith in matter. 
As he perceives that God is Infinite 
Life, the necessity for dying or the 
desire to do so,.and even fear of 
death, begins to grow fainter in his 
thought. As he understands thar 
God is Infinite good, he begins to 
recognize the utter powerlessness. of 
evil either to tempt him or to harm 
him, and he therefore begins to 
overcome it in the only place where 
he can ever overcome it, that is in 
his thinking. As his understanding 
grows that God is Infinite Love, he 
naturally ceases to believe in hate 
or fear, and as he grasps the fact 
that God is Infinite Truth he begins 
to give up the belief that any lie, 
such as sin, disease, or death could 
have reality or presence in fact. 
The man who is perceiving these 
facts about God and is using them 
constantly In his daily life, is then 
praying without ceasing. He is 
coming out of the mortal belief in 
a power opposed to God, or, out of 
hell, and he is coming into atone- 
ment or at-one-ment, that is, into 
true communion with the one Mind, 
God, and he is doing thig through 
a right mental attitude. He will soon 
begin to prove in his daily life that 
because God is Divine Mind and is 
infinite power, therefore his right 


mental attitude expresses and re- 
flects God's power. 


This beginner 
will persistently resist In his thought 
the carnal mind’s He that God’s man 
has ecver fallen, that he is mortal. 
sick or sinning. Mortality and its 
penalties, sin, disease and death, will 
consequen have less and less ef- 
fect vpon him, for to affect htm. 
mortality must first enter his 
thought. When poverty or distress 
seek to overwhelm him, he will re- 
member the promise to every prod- 


igal returning home from the carnal

mind, to his Father, 
Mind, Gom.- . 
is thine,’ (Luke 15:31.) 

“As God’s eternal nature and the 
true man’s spiritual estate ie un- 
folded to him, as a result of his 
first gleam of light, he will then be- 
hold the seven days of creation as 
recorded in the first chapter of Gen- 
esis, and he too will have his eve- 
nings and his mornings, that is, he 
will have at times an evening or 
peaceful sense of Truth, and at times 
a morning or progressive sense. 

“He will then attain those things 
which constitute spiritual reality, 
the seven qualities of thought as 
given by Mrs. Eddy on page 116 of 
her textbook, Science‘ and Health, 
e., wisdom, purity, spiritual un- 
derstanding, spiritual power, love, 
health, holiness. At first the light 
which he has perceived will mani- 
fest itself as true wisdom, that is, 
as the desire for what really mat- 
ters. Later he will gain true purity 
or the ability to separate the false 
and material m the true or 
spiritual. Then he will gain spfrit- 
val understanding and he will be 
enabled to resurrect himself to some 
extent from mortal beliefs. His 
further growth will develop spitrit- 
ual power, and he will have such 
ominion over mortal beliefs that 
they will not even be able to enter 
his thought to be overcome. Fur- 
ther progress will unfold the spirit- 
ual sense of what Love really is, 
and he too will be glad as a result 
of that understanding to lay down 
his life, as his proof of Christ Jesus’ 
saying, ‘Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down his 
life for his friends,’ (John 15:13.) 
As he does this, however, he will 
be taking up his true life, spirit- 
ual and perfect, as the Son of God, 
and he will thus attain real health 
or harmony, both for himself and 
his fellow men, for he will be 
enabled to heal the sick and to 
cleanse the lepers because of his 
selflessness or true love and this free- 
dom from mortality. Finally he will 
gain the consciousness of what con- 
stitutes true holiness or wholeness 
as God's expression, as an idea of 
that one Mind which is Life, Truth 
and Love. He will then be able to 
say in some small measure with his 
Savior: “The prince of this world 
cometh and hath nothing in me, 
(John 14:30.) 

“As these great facts of being are 
unfolded to one in dafly life ‘old 
things are away’ (IE Cor.

upon which we formerly relied be- 
gins to be looked upon as ridicu- 
lous and superstitious. No longer 
does such a one rely on inanimate 
or nonintelligent drugs, which fre- 
quently fail, or make drug fiends-of 
people, to heal his diseases; but 
rather he utilizes the divine law 
and power of that mind which is in- 
finite intelligence to free him. No 
longer does he steal or deal dishon- 
estly in business to attain wealth, 
for he knows that such a procedure 
will really bind or irppoverish him 
with sin, but he Yzes his unfalil- 
ing unity with the giver of all good, 
and in this way he attains here in 
human. experience, a provable un- 
derstanding of what substance is. 
This understanding banishes pov- 
ery or lack under all circumstances. 
This beginner loses his fears and 
his worries in his knowledge that 
‘perfect love casteth out fear’ 
(I John 4:18.) He abides constant- 
ly ‘in the secret place of the most 
high’ or in the consciousness of the 
one Mind and of his unity with that 
Mind, and no plague can come nigh 
his dwelling. As a citizen he begins 
to see the necessity for doing his 
duty by his fellow-men fearlessly 
and honestly, and he is ever striving 
to rise above national distinctions 
by realizing that we are all one in 
Christ and that the universal broth- 
erhood of the sons of God is the 
only divine basis. The mental at- 
titude of such a one is fully de- 
scribed by Mrs. Eddy, who has 
written: ‘Whenéthe illusion of sick- 
ness or sin tempts you, cling stead- 
fastly to God and His idea. Allow 
nothing but His likeness to abide in 
your thought. Let neither fear nor 
doubt overshadow your clear sense 
and calm trust, that the recognition 
of life harmonious—as life eternally 

n destroy any painful sense 
of, or belief in, that which life is 
not. Let Christian Science, instead 
of corporal sense, support your un- 
derstanding of being, and this un- 
derstanding will supplant error with 
truth, replace mortality with im- 
mortality, and silence discord with 


a (Science and Health, p. 
“Let us consider the present 


catastrophe which is afflicting man- 
kind and which we call war. Well, 
someone says, how is the war going 
to be affected by prayer? Let us 
look at it. You will agree with me, 
I am sure, that the cause of this 
war is mad ambition and human 
will. Now are mad ambition and 
human will mental or material? 
They are mental, of course, and are 
both effects of the one evil, the so- 
called carnal mind. They are also 
closely allied to that other perni- 
cious effect of the carnal mind, 
called mesmerism or hypnotism. 
“How, then, are we going to deal 
with these effects of the carnal 
mind, mad ambition, human will, 
and mesmerism, and thus with their 
result, the war? We can only deal 
with them by understanding, and 
living in daily life, the divine fact 


finite mind, God, who is all-presence 
and all-power. We must also real- 
ize that the understanding of this 
divine fact, that there is but one 
mind, God, has infinite power to an- 
nul and to reverse any lie of a so- 
called carnal mind, whether that lie 
be mad ambition, human will, mes- 
merism, war, or any other evil. 
Furthermore, had humanity really 
understood and lived the fact that 
God, or good, is the only mind, 
these evils, mad ambition, human 
will, and mesmerism, which from a 
human standpoint have caused the 
war, and which, from the same 
standpoint, are still perpetuating it, 
would never have had either the in- 
fluence or the power to have mani- 
fested themselves in a war, for they 
would have been controlled and 
overcome by spiritual understand- 
ing before they had developed into 
this material catastrophe. — 

“However, what humanity has not 
enough spiritua] understanding to 
overcome, it must meet and destroy 
with its highest human\ideals. Be- 
cause of humanity’s present self- 
sacrifice and its willingness to give 
up its dearest material possessions in 
order that its spiritual ideals may 
live, the teachings of Christ Jesus 
will undoubtedly become clearer in 
human experience, and it will be 
seen that war is a totally unneces- 
sary evil, and that individuals and 
nations can only bless themselves 
by blessing each other, and not by 
laying plans for each other’s de- 
struction. 

“Because of the coming together 
at the present time of the English 
speaking races, as a result of their 
unity of ideals, much is being done 
to make war an impossibility and 
to bring all men together in the 
unity of the ideals of Christ Jesus. 


“Mrs. Eddy, the discoverer and/ 


founder of Christian Science, once 
prophetically wrote in a poem en- 
titled, ‘The United States to Great 
Britain (First Church of Christ, 
—— and Miscellany, pp. 337- 
“*For Angio-Israel, lo! 
Is marching under orders; 
Mis hand averts the blow.’ 


“Brave Britain, blest America! 
Unite your battle-plan; 
Victorious, all who live it— 
The love for God and man.” 
“J am frequently asked: What 
is the attitude of Christian Scien- 
tists towards the war? Perhaps I 


could best reply to this by stating 


that in my own country, that is, 
Great Britain, all Christian Scien- 
tists of military age are in the 
trenches, serving their country and 
are glad to be there. It is true that 
Christian Science teaches that 
eventually all evil, including war, 
can only be permanently  over- 
come through spiritual means. tn- 
til that time arrives, however, they 
recognize that evil must be dealt 
with on the most effective human 
basis. They are therefore glad to 
do their share, if even it is in the 
trenches, to make the world a safe 
place to live in. They are by ao 
means pacifists, as has been er- 
roneously stated. Mrs. Eddy, the 
discoverer and founder of Christian 
Science has summed up the whole 
matter In her book ‘The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist and Mis- 
cellany,’ in these words: ‘I will say 
IT can see no oth way of settling 
difficulties between individuals and 
nations than by means of their 
wholesome tribunals, equitable laws, 
and sound, well-kept treaties.” 
- « « “But ff ovr nation’s rights 
or honor were seized, every citizen 
would be a soldier and woman would 
be armed with power girt for the 
hour.’ (p. 277 of the First Church 
of Christ, Scientist and Miscellany 
by Mary Baker Eddy.) 

“Eventually it must be seen that 
all evil, be it war, sir, disease, or 
death, can only be overcome through 
having more of the mind which was 
in Christ Jesus, that is through gain- 
ing more spiritual understanding, for 
spiritual understanding alone can 
prove the carnal mind and its evil 
effects to be powerless at all times 
and under all circumstances. 


“The day is surely approaching 
when men of all nations and creeds 
will no longer waste their time and 
be befooled by the suggestions of 
that one evil. the eo-called carnal 
mind, into seeking health, happiness, 
or holiness through material means, 
but when all men will seek to know

Mexican Government Wants 
Prompt Reports. 


Rate of Taxation is Fixed for 
Two Months. — 


Customs Increase Indicates

contractor lease was executed, dura- 
tion of the contract, rent, royalty 
and other terms of the contract. 

All companies or persons who are 
the actual explorers or the ultimate 
concessionaires of the ht to ex- 
| Ploit the subsoil of the ds con- 
tracted for, and who de not present 
their statements according to the 
law noted, will not be permitted to 
engage in any class of work, and will 
be obliged to suspend any operations 
in progress. 

PETROLEUM TAXES. 


Announcement was recently made 
of the rate of taxation upon petro- 
leum that would be enforced, the 
custom being to fix the for ° 
riods of two months at a time. The 
valuations and rates are as follows: 

Combustible petroleum of a den- 
aoe of 0.91, valuation $10.50 per 
on. 

Crude petroleum of a 4 of 
0.91, valuation $18.50 per ton. 

Petroleum of a density greater 
than 6.97, valuation $5.60 per ten. 

Gas oil, valuation $10.50 per ton. 

Gasoline (refined,) in bulk or 
packed, 12% centayos per liter.” 

Gasoline (crude,) in bulk or 
Packed, 11% centavos per liter. 

Kerosene, crude or refined, in 
bulk or packed, 3 centavos per liter. 

The valuations of crude and com- 
bustible peroleum will be increased 
or diminished in accordance with 
‘the degree of density. The figures 
are in Mexican gold, and the rate 
of taxation is 10 per cent, upon the 
valuation given. Reduced to Ameri- 
can gold, the tax on combustible pe- 
troleum is found to be 521-4 cents 
per ton, or in the neighborhood of 
7% cents per barrel. On crude pe- 
troleum the tax is 67% cents per ton, 
or about 9% cents per barrel. On pe- 
troleum of the greatest density the 
tax is 27% cents per ton, or a trifle 
lesa than 4 cents per barrel. 

Gas oili pays the same tax 
combustible petroleum, or about 
7% cents per barrek ty 

INCREASE IN CUSTOMS. 

The director-general of the De- 
partment of Customsof Mexico re- 
ports that for the eight months com- 
mencing May 1 and ending Decem- 
ber $1, 1917, the total c ms col- 
lected, both import and export dues, 
were $31,958,585.64. The total ex- 
pense of collection was $1,408,834. 

At the same average ratio for the 
remaining tour months of the year 
the total collections would amount 
to $46,937,876.96. The collections 
show a large increase over those o 
previous years. For example, the to- 
tal collected for import and export 
duties In 1911-12 was $43,686,356, 
or considerably less than the total 
for the year just ended. 

These figures are regarded as an 
encouraging indication of the rap 
idly improving financial condition of 
the country. 3

WILL BEGIN OPERATIONS | 
ON SEARLES LAKE LEASE. 


Nevada Company, After Fruitless Potash 
Search, Turns to California. 


COTERIE of Nevada capital- 

ists representing millions, 

which have been invested in 
& fruitiess search for potash in that 
State, has come to the conclusion 
that the only reliable source of a 
permanent supply is Searles Lake. 
In reaching this decision, it was an- 
nounced yesterday, the company 
has resolved to liquidate the parent 
corporation and concentrate al] its 


efforts in developing a lease on 2560 
» acres at Searles Lake. 

| This company has been most ac- 
, tive in contesting the title of the 
,; Trona Company to about 10,000 
- acres of the most valuable portion 
of the lake. Under the decision of 
the Department of the Interior the 
California Trona Company retains 
title to 2560 acres and the remain- 
der of the ground will be disposed 
of under the potash lease law, 
which provides for leases covering 
2660 acres for an indefinite time. 

The Nevada Chemical Company, 
the name under which the corpora- 
tion operates, will receive a lease 
to 2560 acres, it Is said. After the 
lease is granted the Nevada Chemi- 
cal Company has arranged with the 
Solvay Process Company and the 
Pacific Coast Borax Company joint- 
ly to subscribe 10 per cent. to the 
present and future cost of, and to 
own a 10 per cent. interest in the 
Borosolvay refinery now in opera- 
tion at Searles Lake. It is estimated 
that this will necessitate the Ne- 
vada Chemical —amneney making a 
present investment of $200,000, and 
within a few months, an additional 
investment of $300,000, making a 
total of $500,000, in addition to 
$50,000 required for pumping plant, 
etc. 

The operation of the Nevada 
Chemical Company to date has been 
financed principally by the General 
Bond and Share Company of Bos- 
ton, Mass. in which John Hays 
Hammond is said to be interested. 
The General company has entered 
into a contract to finance the pro- 


ease, from which contracts the 
General Bond and Share Company 
will ultimately own about two- 


osed operations under the Federal 


thirds of the stock of the Nevada 
company. 
Victor Barndt, who was president 
of the original Nevada company, 
states that the Trona company’s re- 
fining plant has been in operation 
for some time, producing about 
2000 tons of potash salts a month; 
from which it derives net earnings 
of nearly $2,000,000 a year. The 
second unit will go into operation 
within a few weeks and is expected 
to more than double the present 
production and earnings. The first 
unit of the Borosolvay plant is also 
in operation and is expected to be 
rapidly increased. 

. Potash exploration in Nevada had 
its inception with the oragnization 
which was formed to drill on the 
which was formed tod rill on the 
bed of a prehistoric lake in the 
eastern end of Nye county. Wells 
were sunk at a dozen different 
points and the work extended over 
a period of three years. The great- 
est depth attained was 2500 feet, but 
the results were disappointing. as 
the brines failed to yield potash 
salts in commercial quantities. The 
company was likewise assoctated 
with the government in bringing 
about tests in Columbia Marsh and 
the Black Rock desert in Western 
Nevada, but only to find no encour- 
agement to prosecute a further 
search. When these sources failed 
he company organized a subsidiary, 
nown as the Nevada Chemical 
Company, with the object of testing 
the title to the deposits at Searles 
Lake, which ended after six years 
litigation by what appears to be & 
harmonjous unerstanding between 
all companies.

Fields Oil, Mines and 


PUT DOWN OIL WELLS 
BIG IRVINE RANCHO. 


Reports from All Over the State Show 
Unusual “Wildcatting’’ Activity. 


OR the first time the wildcat oil 
territory around Newport and 
Balboa beaches is to be tested 
by unlimited financial resources and 
the best of scientific and mechanical 
skill. The Standard Oil Company 
has leased the big Irvine rancho and 
has started the rig for the first well. 
The land is owned by the Irvine 
Ranch Company of Santa Ana, and 
extends from close to the water 
| front far inland, and along the ocean 
front between Newport and Balboa 
beachea 

The region in which the new well 
ig located, has long been considered 
@ prospective oil field. During the 
twelve years & number of wells have 
been drilled. Practically all of them 
found some oil, but none were de- 
veloped to a commercial basis and 
the value of the ground still re- 
maing problematical, with the only 
established fact that it is a fleld 
with great difficulties to overcome, 
with water and one in which much 
of the oil is too heavy to be pumped 
commercially with present-day 
equipment. 

DRILLED IN PAST. 

About nine years ago there were 
four wells at one time, drilling. One 
of these, that of the Balboa Oil Com- 
Pany, went to more than $000 feet. 
The gas pressure was heavy and 
‘there were small amounts of oil. 
The managers believed they had a 
body of what appeared to be good 
oil sand. There was, at least, one 
big blowout which threw mud, 
water and a little oil over the sur- 
rounding ground, and excited wit- 
nesses spread the story that a gush- 
er had been brought in. It gushed 
some, but it did not give oil except 
traces and it was all over in a 
trifling space of time. The com- 
pany could not handle the water, 

ad. many mechanical difficulties 
and was finally overcome by finan- 
clal paralysis. 

Another well was drilled at the 
same time by the Newport Bay Oil 
Company. Its managers had or 
thought they had, several strata of 
oil sand. That tney wud some oil 
was fully established, samples being 
taken from the well and analyzed, 
but the extent of the find was never 
determined, the water difficulty 
proved unconquerable, and the com- 
pany finally suceumbed financially. 

The Clyde Jackson Oil Company 
also drilled a well about the same 
time as did the Balboa and New- 
port oll companies. The exact depth 
ig not ascertainable at this time, 
but it was more than 2000 feet. It 
encountered floods of water, failed 
to make any headway against them, 
and finally quit without having def- 
initely determined just what its 
well might have been worth had it 
been completed. 

GETS RESULTS? 

A fourth well drilled about this 
time was that of the Fairview Oil 
Company, owned and financed by C. 


| failed to get any commercial results 
and quit at a less depth than the 
Balboa or NewWport Bay wells. Sub- 
sequently Mr. Collins personally 
drilled two other wells, the last of 
which was abandoned during 1917. 
Mr. Collins was convinced that he 
had commercial quantities of oil, 
and his opinion was shared by some 
others who visited the well, which 
Was about 23200 feet deep, but his 
equipment was not the best, and he 
was unable to finish the work and 
put it on a producing basis. The 
results achieved in this last well 


¢} are thought to have influenced the 


decision of the Standard to make an 
effort at development, 

The Newport-Balboa region has 
the advantage of rai) transportation 
over both the Southern Pacific and 
Pacific Electric and of being with- 
in trifling distance of tidewater and 
of the new harbor at Newport. ‘It 
has, of course, the argument in its 
favor that counts for a great deal 
nowadays that all the land is owned 
in fee by private companies or in- 
dividuals and,can not be touched by 
any withdrawal orders or legislation. 

IN LOWER CALIFORNIA. 

Word comes from Mexico City vn 
the Carranza News Bureau at Wash- 
ington, that a concession has been 
asked to exploit prospective oil 
lands near Ensenada, Lower Califor- 
nia, and also on the Isla del Angel 
de la Guardia in the Gulf of Califor- 
nia. No details are given, but some 
months since, it was reported that 
workmen building roads under di- 
rection of Gov. Cantu had found 
evidence of oll near Ensenada. For 
a number of years past there has 
been talk of the possibilities of de- 
velopment in the northern part of 
the peninsula. A prominent Can-

The well must have 
been an expensive one and ended 
with a bad-and unfinished fishing 
job. The abandonment marks the 
end of the effort to get oil between 
the southern limits of Los Angeles 
and the ocean front. Five wells 
have been drilled, one at Inglewood 
to 4500 feet, three on the Domin- 
guez ranch, between Compton and 
Wilmington, and the Bixby well. Of 
the Dominguez wells, the General 
Petroleum’s was abandone] at com- 
paratively shallow depths, because 
of a fishing job and the discouraging 
outlook in the other wells. The 
Stan@ard well, to 5000 feat. got 
nothing, quit and abandoned the 
lease. The Highland went to close 


‘tto 3000 feet, obtained no oil, and

Inability to get drilling material 
promptly and at reasonable cost has 
kept back a number of would-be 
developers in this region, Lands 
have been leased or negotiated for 
only to have the enterprise aban- 
doned or indefinitely postponed be- 
cause of the cost of getting equip- 
ment. 


VENTURA COUNTY ATTRACTS. 


Extensive private ownership and 
the fact that none of its remaining 
government land been with- 
drawn from entry combine to at- 
tract oil men to Ventura county, 
where some of the first California 
development was done. The high 
grade of much of the oil found there 
is another argument in its favor. 
Several] entirely new districts are be- 
ing explored and old ones revived. 

Oil from the grass roots down has 
been found by the New Mexico Oil 
Company about eight miles north of 
the city of Ventura, about that dis- 
tance from other actual production 
-—~the wells of the State Consolidat- 
ed and Shell companies at Ventura. 
The first New Mexico well was 
brought in at only 148 feet with a 
daily production of twenty barrels, 
testing about thirty, gravity, the sec- 
and at 450 feet, good for seventy-five 
barrels. A third well has since been 
drilled, and a fourth started, The, 
company has erected two 6500-barrel 
steel storage tanks. The lease is of 
600 acres from the Union Oil Com- 
pany, which controls mineral rights 
on an area surrounding the tract on 
all sides and extending for miles 
east, almost to Santa Paula. 

Prospect wells are being drilled 
by the Hondo Oil Company and by J. 
B. Dabney in the region north of 
Somis and Camarillo stations in 
Ventura county. The region is en- 
tirely new terri . Work is being 
carried on by the Oakridge (Monte- 
bello,) Santa Paula and United Oil 
companies within and on the edges 
of the proved area of South. Moun- 
tain. On the old Petrol property 
near Santa Susana the Doheny Pa- 
cific Petroleum Company has_ re- 
cently completed two new shallow 
wells of thirty-eight gravity oil and 
is drilling another. 

In northeastern Ventura county 
about thirty miles from production 
the True Oil Company of Los An- 
geles is down about 1800 feet itn a 
wild cat well originally drilled some 
twelve years ago by the Webfoot 
Oil Company... The company has 
rather optimistic reports as to the 
indications it has uneovered—heavy 
sas pressure and slight quantities of 
high grade oil, About six miles 
south of thie well another Los An- 
geles company, the New Ozena, will 
start work as soon as the waters of 
the Cuyama River subside sufficient- 
ly to allow approach to the well site. 
Material is already on the ground. 
These wells are located in 
Cuyama Valley, about thirty miles 
southwest of Maricopa, and are 
reachable only through Kern county. 

Northwest of San Fernando in an 
entirely new district, righi on the 
line between Los Angeles and Ven- 
tura counties, the Los Angeles-Ven- 
tura Ollfields Company hag a wiid 
cat Well down gome 2900 feet. It 
has entered an oj] sand, not vet 
tested. It has had heavy gas pres- 
sure for some months. As the cas- 
ing used now is but three inches in 
diameter, progress is very slow, av- 
eraging about a foot daily at last re- 
ports. Analysis of the oll shows it 
to test about 34 gravity. 

The first new wei! in many years 
is to be drilled at Moody Guich, 
Santa Clara county. by Rhoads & 
Schmitt, who lately aequired, cleaned 
out and put on the pump most of 
the ancient wells which have stood 
idle for years. They are also op- 
erating a small refinery and selling 
their product in the immediate 
neighborhood. The Moody Gulch 
wells are among the oldest in Cali- 
fornia and most of them were 
drilled between thirty and thirty- 
five years ago. They are shallow,
